On 
Friday Mr Mandela would meet a delegation from the 
Southern African Catholic Bishops’ Conference in Pre- 
toria and hold a private meeting with the Saudi Arabian 
trade minister before leaving in the afternoon for Cape 
Town where he would attend an African National Con- 
gress executive committee meeting.

said on Thursday [19 January]. 


In a speech prepared for delivery at the opening of the 
NP’s federal congress at the World Trade Centre, Mr De 
Klerk ended a day of speculation that he would pull out 
of the cabinet and step down from his post after a bitter 
cabinet row on Wednesday over indemnities granted to 
two former cabinet ministers and 3,500 policemen just 
days before the April elections. 


He confirmed the cabinct meeting had witnessed “an 
outburst from the ANC side” and that the NP and he 
were “‘viciously insulted”. 


NP sources said President Nelson Mandela attacked Mr 
De Klerk from “out of the blue”. 


‘The attack was unfair, unjustified and totally unaccept- 
able.” Mr De Klerk said. 


But the NP would stay in the government, Mr De Klerk 
said after a day of meetings with senior NP officials and 
NP cabinet ministers. 


“The NP still remains prepared to serve the interests of 
its supporters and of all South Africans through con- 
structive co-operation within the government of national 
unity. 
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“To ensure this the ANC leadership will, however, have 
to take appropriate steps, without delay, to remedy the 
unfair, unjustified and unacceptable attack on our integ- 
rity and good faith. 


“With a view to this, and possibly to making a fresh 
start, | shall soon meet President Mandela. It was impos- 
sible for me to do so today. 


“If the reaction is positive the government of national 
unity will, I hope, soon continue with the good work that 
has already been begun. 


‘Should the reaction be negative, the NP will be obliged 
to give thorough consideration to all available options,” 
Mr De Klerk said. 


Mr De Klerk said the cabinet crisis appeared at first 
glance to be about the indemnities. 


‘In reality it goes much deeper,” he said. There had been 
an uncompleted discussion on the functioning of the 
government and Wednesday's cabinet meeting—the first 
of 1995—had placed a “serious question mark over 
continued good co-operation within the government of 
national urity”’. 


“It forces me to speak very frankly this evening.” 


The NP had shown “great self-control in our handling of 
the ANC”. 


“Our criticism has been moderate and controlled and we 
have been prepared to reach painful compromises—so 
much so that we have been sharply criticised from many 
quarters and have even temporarily lost a degree of 
support.” 


The NP was not prepared to become a “‘surrogate”’ of the 
ANC and nor would it become its “stooge”. 


“Unfortunately there is a strong tendency within the 
ANC to do precisely this. They are showing more and 
more an over-sensitivity to criticism and opposition. 
They tend more and more to become impatient and to 
adopt a bullying attitude when they are opposed or 
questioned. 


“And, if the NP stands up to them in a civilised manner, 
they become rudely insulting. The NP is now thoroughly 
sick and tired of this.” 


The NP served in the government not “through the 
graces and goodwill of the ANC” but by virtue of the 
constitution. 


Mr De Klerk said he had the support of NP ministers 
and the party’s federal management committee. The NP 
was not being “‘oversensitive”’. 


“We can take the rough-and-tumble and the cut- 
and-thrust of politics inside and outside the cabinet. 
What happened is, however, of such a serious nature that 
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it has created a crisis of contidence that maxes co- 
operation impossible unless adequate remedial steps are 
taken.”

the ANC. 


“It is high time that parties stopped playing politics with 
indemnity and amnesty. If we wish to have peace and 
reconciliation everyone must b. dealt with according to 
the same standard. 


“Anything less 1s not good enougii,” he said.

The document said: “This, coupled with a culture of 
resistance, disobedience. vandalism and years of polit- 
ical strife has had the result that one important segment 
of the education system is in grave trouble.” It said 
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millions of pupils were disadvantaged because political 
parties in the past used schools and the education system 
as their “main battlefront’ and “they persisted with that 
policy long after a clear turning point had been reached.”

In a joint statement issued after meeting in Pretoria, they 
said the main focus of their discussion had been their 
“personal working relationship”. 


“Our discussion was frank and we dealt in some detail 
with all the issues which caused the recent confrontation 
between us. We recognise that for the GNU to achieve its 
goals of nation-buildi: * -nd reconciliation there should 
be a co-operative relationship specifically between us 
and within the cabinet in general, based on mutual 
recognition of each other's integrity and good faith.” 


Mr De Klerk threatened at the first cabinet meeting of 
the year on Wednesday to leave the government of 
national unity unless the “ANC leadership” apologised 
for a “vicious and personal attack” on Mr De Klerk and 
his National Party [NP]. 


Mr De Kierk told the NP’s federal congress meeting at 
the World Trade Centre on Thursday night that he 
would pull out of the GNU unless he received an 


apology. 


Although Friday's joint statement did not specifically 
mention an apology, its tone indicated that the two 
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leaders had rediscovered the personal chemistry that has 
been so central to their efforts to bringing South Africa’s 
problems to a constitutionally agreed settlement. 


The statement said the discussion had “succeeded in 
clearing up the misunderstandings with regard to all the 
specific relevant issues and in re-establishing mutual 
trust and confidence. 


“We wish to express our acceptance of one another's 
good faith and integrity. 


‘Against this background and in the spirit of serving the 
best interests of the country as a whole we have agreed to 
make a fresh start which will help us to avoid a repetition 
of the situation that arose earlier this week in the 
cabinet.” 


Mr De Klerk had also demanded that the relationship 
between parties in the GNU be formalised. 


The statement said a discussion within the cabinet on the 
functioning of the GNU should be “pursued with 
urgency °. 


“Special attention should be given to procedures and 
Jeveloping conventions concerning the rights and duties 
of the parties within the GNU”. 


However, the two leaders remained at odds over their 
differing interpretations of indemnities afforded two 
former NP cabinet ministers and 3,500 policemen. 


‘We also specifically dealt with the issue of indemnity. 
While each of us maintain our respective positions on 
the implications of the applications which were lodged 
by some 3.500 members of the police and a few others, 
we agreed that it 1s extremely important not to allow our 
differences to negatively impact on the people involved. 


‘We furthermore agreed that it 1s necessary to remove 
the uncertainty under which these members of the police 
force now live without delay. The relevant ministries will 
therefore be instructed to bring a proposal to the next 
cabinet meeting as to how this question should be dealt 
with.” 


Mr De Klerk was due to address a media conference at 
the World Trade Centre at 5 PM [1500 GMT] on Friday. 


Commitment to GNU Reaffirmed

Pretoria. 
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Appearing alongside Mr Mandela at a press conference 
outside the president’s official residence, Mahlamba'nd- 
lopfu, Mr De Klerk said their discussions earlier in the 
day had restored his confidence in Mr Mandela. 


Mr De Klerk threatened at the first cabinet meeting of 
the year on Wednesday to leave the government unless 
the “ANC leadership” apologised for a “vicious and 
personal attack” on him and his party. 


Asked whether Mr Mandela had apologised. Mr De 
Klerk said he had not asked for an apology but had 
demanded the recognition of his good faith and integrity. 


He said neither he nor Mr Mandela were “climbing 
down”. They had rather “removed the misunderstand- 
ings” which had cropped up. 


Mr De Klerk said he had insisted that steps had to be 
taken to “remedy the attack on the NP”. 


He was glad the need for steps to clear up the indemnity 
issue had been recognised. This should reassure those 
involved. 


The cabinet on Wednesday decided that no indemnity 
had been granted to 3,500 policemen and former cabinet 
ministers Adriaan Vlok and Magnus Malan. 


Mr Mandela said in the light of his agreement with Mr 
De Klerk the question of indemnity would be “seriously 
addressed”, adding it was important that uncertainty 
among the security forces be brought to an end. 


“The morale of the security forces should remain high 
and it is our duty to eliminate their insecurity.” 


Mr Mandela said despite different approaches on how 
the indemnity should be handled, “we are united in our 
search for a formula”. 


Both leaders reaffirmed their commitment to making the 
GNU work. 


Mr De Klerk said his aim was to avoid a “break-up”. 


The “severe crisis” had underlined “the abyss awaiting 
us if the GNU did not succeed”. 


“We need to ensure that the different realities of our 
country be brought together to achieve economic 
growth.” 


Mr Mandela said in view of South Africa's history one 
should not be alarmed if sharp differences occurred in 
the GNU. 


“Mr De Klerk and I have the capacity and the will to 
address problems when they arise. We are able to keep 
the GNU on track.” 


Mr Mandela refused to be drawn on the details of 
Wednesday’s clash, saying: “Let bygones be bygones. I 
don’t want to reopen history and the media must help us 
in restoring harmony.” 
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He said every effort should be made to make the “mir- 
acle” of the GNU work. 


Omar Defends ANC Position on Indemnity

The National Party {NP] has claimed the indemnities 
granted days before the April 27 election to former 
cabinet Ministers Magnus Malan and Adrian Vlok, 
Police Commissioner Gen Johan van der Merwe and 
3,500 policemen have the same validity as those granted 
to thousands of ANC members. The cabinet on 
Wednesday [!8 January] ruled that indemnities granted 
to the policemen and former NP ministers were not 
valid. but that indemnities granted to ANC members in 
terms of the same regulations were. The decision has 
precipitated a crisis within the government of national 
unity, with the NP vowing to fight “tooth and nail” in 
the interests of security force members. 


In a statement Mr Omar said neither he nor President 
Nelson Mandela had been informed of the indemnities 
granted to the ministers and policemen in terms of a 
government gazette published on April 24, 1991. “We 
are also concerned about accusations of a lack of even- 
handedness in the granting of indemnities, and claims 
that some eight to 10,000 ANC members received the 
same indemnities which the police are being denied. 


“This is a gross misrepresentation of the real situation.” 


Mr Omar said the legal requirement was that persons 
applying for indemnity should state fully the act or 
offence they had committed. “Insofar as applications by 
Messrs Vlok and Malan and Gen van der Merwe, and the 
3.500 policemen, no such details were furnished on their 
applications forms.” The portion of the form requiring 
these details was typewritten, and apparently photo- 
copied and distributed, Mr Omar said. 


“The extremely vague statement in reply to the question 
requiring details cf the offence or act in respect of which 
indemnity was being sought was identical on each of 
these forms.” The statement said all actions taken before 
12 noon on October 8, 1990 in the interests of the 
government, or in execution or support of government 
policy which may be an offence. fell within the category 
announced in the government gazette of April 24, 1991. 
“These applications were all filed in large batches 
between the 25th and 29th April. 1994.” 


The procedure followed with regard to the ANC appli- 
cations was the preparation of a list setting out the names 
of persons and identifying the acts for which indemnity 
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was being sought, Mr Omar said. Statements made to the 
effect that thousands of ANC members benefited under 
the provision of the same indemnity were totally without 
foundation. 


Of the ten to 11.000 ANC members who received 
indemnity, an undetermined number received uncondi- 
tional amnesty for membership of a banned organisa- 
tion; 5,261 were indemnified for leaving the country 
illegally, and 4,679 were indemnified for undergoing 
military training. “In terms of the provision of the 24th 
April 1991, under 1.000 people acquired indemnity. The 
majority were ANC members but other groupings, 
including people belonging to right wing groups. also 
benefited.” 


“The names of people who, in the opinion of the 
indemnity office, acquired indemnity were then gazet- 
ted, together with a notice that the lists were available for 
inspection or objection.’ Mr Omar said. “It 1s clear, 
therefore, that there has been no lack of even- 
handedness but that the success of an indemnity apphi- 
cation depended on whether the applicant chose to 
comply with the regulations or not.” 


It was in the interest of any person who has committed 
an offence with a political objective to disclose this fact. 
The Truth and Reconciliation Commission was the 
appropriate place to make such applications. “The draft 
bill currently being considered by Parliament provides 
for the creation of an independent tribunal or com- 
mittee, headed by a judge. It is this committee. not the 
government, that will consider applications for the 
granting of amnesty,” Mr Omar said.

All the factors influencing a sustainable economic 
growth path had been examined and a ministerial task 
group had been set up to prepare a timetable for growth 
programmes. Tourism was an example of an area where 
strengths and opportunities needed to be developed. 


‘We have to move beyond the point of merely talking 
about the development of the South African economy 
and identify sectors for development,” Mr Gerwel said.

and would be replaced by the ANC’s Sydney Phuti. 


Tlihopane denied he had resigned, refusing to be replaced 
by Phuti who is not on the ANC’s alternative list of 
nominees. While Tlhopane maintains it 1s not possible to 
get Phuti on to the council, Bapela said yesterday it could 
be done. 


Tlhopane said he was being sidelined because ANC 
members were personalising organisational differences 
with SANCO. He claimed the ANC had attempted to 
replace him because SANCO’s southern Johannesburg 
branch, of which he is secretary, had withdrawn from the 
ANC alliance in the MSS last Friday. 


A letter to this effect. signed by Tlhopane, was submitted 
to the ANC regional leadership last Friday. It called for 
“the PWV [Pretoria, Witwatersrand, Vereeniging] ANC 
and SANCO” to “draft a letter of understanding out- 
lining clearly the role of SANCO and ANC and the role 
and identity of our representatives in all spheres of our 
operation”. 


Bapela said yesterday that Tlhopane had been discred- 
ited as an ANC leader in his area and, when he realised 
he was not being punted for any of the top positions— 
even though he was on the top of the ANC list—he took 
offence. Bapela added the alliance was a national one 
which could not be broken at local level. 


He also acknowledged that personal differences were 
hindering the SANCO-ANC alliance and exacerbating 
normal differences which were heaithy for the alliance. 


Bapela said the ANC. SANCO, COSATU [Congress of 
South African Trade Unions] and the SA Communist 
Party would try to iron out these problems this weekend. 


KwaZulu Government Under ‘Severe Tensions’

{[FB!IS Transcribed Text] The climbing death toll in 
KwaZulu/Natal comes against the backdrop of severe 
tensions in the provincial government between the 
Inkatha Freedom Party {[IFP] and ANC leaderships. 


The Human Rights Committee (HRC) said this week 
that its preliminary figures showed 71 politically moti- 
vated deaths last month. Among disturbing reports the 
HRC has noted in the past two months are: 


—the murder of IFP-aligned leaders spearheading peace 
initiatives with the ANC; 


—the first “direct evidence” that tension between King 
Goodwill Zwelithini and IFP leader Mangosuthu 
Buthelezi has spilied into violence; and 
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—a shift in violence from urban areas to rural areas: 
about 60 percent of last month's deaths were recorded 
in rural areas while November's figure was higher at 
80-odd percent. 


The ANC confirmed this week that it had filed an 
application in the Pietermaritzburg Supreme Court late 
last month in a bid to halt the formation of the House of 
Traditionai Leaders on the grounds that there had been 
insufficient consultation before the relevant Bill was 
passed. KwaZulu/Natal premier Frank Mdlalose has to 
file replying affidavits by February 14. 


The ANC is also challenging two key clauses of the Act 
which are intended to erode central government’s 
authority in the province, but strengthen IFP control 
over chiefs. The ANC’s decision to embark on court 
action indicates the province's coalition government 1s 
under severe strain and 1s failing to find common ground 
through negotiations. 


The IFP showed contempt for the court action earlier 
this week by going ahead to constitute a 77-member 
House with Buthelezi as chairman and Chief Boy 
Mzimela—alleged to be implicated in the murder of 
about six of his brothers in a much earlier fight for the 
chieftaincy of his tribe—as deputy chairman. 


At grassroots level, there are also signs of rising ten- 
sions—and the IFP Paulpietersburg branch last month 
called for an IFP pull-out from the government of 
national unity (GNU) and for arms to be supplied to 
them. 


The current flashpoint of violence is the Dalton men’s 
hostel—a kilometre from Durban's city centre—where 
fighting has raged between supporters of the Royal 
House and the IFP. 


A rise in political activity formed the backdrop to the 
violence: the IFP launched a branch there with the aim 
of recruiting support in the ANC’s urban strongholds, 
while other hostel residents helped found the KwaZulu/ 
Natal Hostel Residents’ Association (Khora), the vehicle 
behind Zwelithini’s peace initiative among hostel- 
dwellers. While the first attack was recorded on 
December 10—when a handgrenade was thrown into the 
hostel—violence continued into this week, bringing the 
death toll! to 13. 


HRC violence monitor Linda McLean said violence has 
remained at a steady level since the April poll, averaging 
about 80 deaths a month. Ominously, McLean pointed 
out that several IFP-aligned community leaders—in the 
forefront of peace calls—had been killed in recent 
months. The latest victim was an IFP councillor in the 
Empangeni area who was gunned down earlier this week. 
McLean said the councillor, known as Dlodlo, was shot 
dead as he spoke at a meeting on the need to allow ANC 
refugees to return to their homes. 


ANC KwaZulu/Natal spokesman Dumisani Makhaye 
blamed continuing violence on the direction the IFP 
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plans to take in the months ahead. “The IFP...hasn’t 
abandoned the idea of secession.”’ said Makhaye. adding 
that these elements—including white extremists in the 
IFP’s provincial caucus—are brewing trouble by pushing 
for a pull-out from the GNU. 


But IFP secretary general Ziba Jiyane accused the ANC 
of fomenting violence, saying its “radicals were vent on 
“eliminating the IFP as it was the only black party ina 
position to make a serious bid for power in future 
elections. [quotation marks as published] 


Jiyane said ANC “radicals” were using state power 
to—weaken the IFP. He cited Safety and Security Min- 
ister Sydney Mufamadi's decision to launch an investi- 
gation into alieged KwaZulu Police hit squads and his 
decision to biock the enrolment of several hundred men 
into the police force, pending an investigation into their 
alleged criminal activity. 


But Makhaye believes the government needs to act 
swiftly to clamp down on violence. He said it was 
“absolutely important” to disarm IFP aligned chiefs 
armed with G-3 rifles—and for an overhaul of the upper 
echelons of the KZP [KwaZulu Police] and South 
African Police Services to take place.

“And as for this storming of Model C schools, who is 
going to do that?

Azapo and these organisations 
probably have a common objection to perpetuating 
white privilege. but «= don’t want black pupils taken out 
of their classes.” 


Mr Qunta added: “The disrupters do not care about the 
future of black children and will not mind if white 
children get skills and qualifications through which they 
will dominate the economy as their parents have in the 
past.”

Leeman said in an interview that merchant banks had 
nearly all opened departments dealing with RDP-type 
investments. This would help fund managers like 
Southern Life, which would stick to wholesale invest- 
ment. “We do not have the resources or the knowledge to 
manage individual projects.” 


Leeman said money would also be earmarked for black- 
controlled companies on the JSE [Johannesburg Stock 
Exchange] and for the new RDP sector created on the 
JSE. 


About 75 percent of funds invested in Futuregrowth had 
been allocated to RDP-linked projects. Until more 
projects for investment became available the balance 
was being invested in JSE-listed companies involved in 
RDP-type work. 


Leeman said that after the municipal elections far more 
RDP projects were likely to come on stream. 


“Local authorities will become the main driving force.” 


Southern Life executive director (employee benei:!: 

Adrian Arnott said the RDP was not the exclusive 
domain of the State or any specific group of institution: 

It represented a “fundamental challenge to all sectors of 
society”. He was confident that members of pension 
funds would support investing a portion of their savings 
in funds such as Futuregrowth. 


Leeman said investment in the fund would still ensure 
sound returns but the main target was not only to 
maximise returns, as it was with traditional portfolios. 


Some of the investments would be in “unconventional 
vehicles”.

For us to have trust and 
confidence in the reports of this organisation, it 1s vital 
that the reports be balanced, by it speaking to all the 
concerned parties.” 


In the report, it 1s stated that police kept more than 40 
political prisoners of different sex in the troops carrier 
vehicle without food anc toilet facilities for 24 hours. 


In his response Mr Dube . aid: “It is true that we kept the 
political activists in the Troops Carrier Vehicle (TCV) of 
both sexes during their last year’s demonstration at 
Siteki. However, this was against our will because when 
we ordered them to alight from the TCV, they refused, 
saying they will stay in it until they appear in court. 
When we asked to at least separate them according to 
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their sexes, they refused—saying they were arrested 
together. Instead, they started causing damage to the 
TCV. 


“Later, heavy rains came—and that is when they then 
demanded to be taken to the cells. According to the rules 
and regulations of the force, male and female accused are 
kept in separate cells. But to our surprise, they again 
refused to be separated and demanded that they be 
detained in one cell, which normally accommodates 
seven people—but they stayed in it—all 40 of them. 
While in the cell, they started causing a lot of damage to 
government propei.y and singing the whole night. It is 
then quite surprising that Amnesty International has 
taken a decision that we were wrong. What were we 
supposed to do?” 


‘Invisible Third Force’ Said Behind Attacks

Democracy in Swaziland (Cofudeswa) Mr Sabelo 
Dlamini has warned of an invisible third force whose 
aim is to plunge the country into political turmoil.

In a letter to the commissioner of Police, Edgar Hillary, 
Mr Dlamini said the main targets for the acts is the 
leadership of opposition parties.

In the letter which was also copied to Amnesty Interna- 
tional, his lawyers and to local and international media 
houses, Mr Dlamini stated that he was recently 
approached by a man from the military intelligence who 
said he had just left the army and wanted to train cadres. 


Mr Dlamini said the “defector” told him that he had 
arms of war which he had stolen from the military and 
wants to donate them to the military wing of Pudemo 
[People’s United Democratic Movement]. 


‘*] made it clear that Pudemo 1s not interested in guns or 
any stolen property and furthermore, to my knowledge. 
Pudemo does not have a military wing. I then advised 
him never to bring guns to my house.” he said. 


Mr Dlamini added that from the incident it was very 
clear that the aim was to plant guns at his place and then 
inform the police. 


“Their aim is to build a case against me which will be 
categorised under the non bailable offences so as to keep 
me behind bars hoping the insurgency will stop.” 


He conceded however, that it was possible that the man 
is working for the invisible force which has a score to 
settle with government and ts responsible for the poorly 
planned petrol bomb attacks. 


“From my own investigations I have confirmed that the 
visitor is a member of the military intelligence and he 
stays around Dvokolwako-Luve area. He drives a 4x4 
and other two private cars. For his own safety and that of 
his partner I won't reveal his identity, but all the relevant 
details and tape recording evidence have been given to 
my lawyer for safe-keeping,” Mr Dlamini said.

Ghana Hails FCOMOG Peacekeeping Role

holding talks with the ECOMOG [Economic Community 
of West African States Cease-Fire Monitoring Group] 
High Command, the Council of State, and the faction 
leaders. This follows disturbing news of a mass demonstra- 
tion resulting in the failure of the AFL [Armed Forces of 
Liberia]-Coalition to select a representative to the new 
Council of State. 


Briefing journalists on the purpose of his visit at the 
ECOMOG Headquarters yesterday, Ghanaian deputy 
foreign minister, Dr. Mohamed Ibn Chambas, said they 
were in Liberia at the request of ECOWAS chairman, 
Ghanaian President Jerry John Rawlings. According to 
him, facilitators of the peace talks deemed it fit to send 
the parties back to Monrovia to engage in further con- 
sultations in a bid to buttress the ability of the AFL- 
Coalition to select a representative for the new Council 
of State. He noted that the facilitators were surprised to 
hear of the riots in Monrovia and urged Liberians to do 
away with violence because such cannot lead them 
anywhere but will rather derail the peace process. 


Dr. Chambas expressed the hope that as Liberians, the 
AFL-Coalition will sit down and resolve the stalemate, 
adding that failure to do so will not augur well for 
Liberians as the subregion is running out of patience 
with the Liberian conflict. He commended ECOMOG 
for being able to maintain law and order. 


Dr. Chambas aiso commended the Council of State for 
playing a mediatory role in helping to resolve the stalemate 
in the AFL- Coalition. He informed the press that he met 
with NPFL [National Patriotic Front of Liberia] leader, 
Mr. Charles Taylor in Gbarnga and appealed to him to 
continue to respect the cease-fire. The Ghanaian deputy 
foreign minister then disclosed that there has been no 
report of any violation of the cease-fire and commended 
the warring faction leaders for abiding by the agreements. 


Meanwhile, the delegation has stressed that any ploy to 
divide ECOMOG will not succeed. Deputy Foreign 
Minister Chambas maintained that the collective objec- 
tive of ECOWAS through ECOMOG is to ensure that 
lasting peace is restored to Liberia. Dr. Chambas, how- 
ever, expressed regret about what he termed inflamma- 
tory articles and comments carried in the newspapers 
and urged the press to exercise maximum restraint and 
care in its publication. He appealed to the press to design 
writings that will advance the peace process and not 
instigate violence. 


According to Dr. Chambas any exercise aimed at 
dividing ECOMOG, is one of futility, stressing that 
ECOMOG remains one. He noted that ECOMOG sees 
through these schemes and will not be allowed to deviate 
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from the mandate given it by ECOMOG. The Gihanaian 
deputy foreign minister then assured the press that 
ECOMOG 1s in Liberia to advance the peace process and 
not the agenda of any single country.

[Taylor] We think that this is being organized by Mr.

We have actually tracked down as many 
as 300 men across the border that are trying to enter 
through Ganta. 


[White] And do you have any idea when this attack 
might take place? 


[Taylor] Well, because it is a military operation. we 
expect it anytime. We are taking all the necessary pre- 
cautions to make sure that it is repelled. But the issue 
here is not our capacity to repel such attacks, but any 
direct attack out of Guinea would be considered by us 
very serious, and this is why we want to use the occasion 
to alert General Conte who, in the past. has stopped any 
such attacks directly out of Guinea. 


[White] Have you told the Guinean leader about this? 


[Taylor] Well, we are trying to get this message to him 
through diplomatic channels. It may be too late, because 
these men are already in the Diecke-Nzerekore area. We 
have tracked down as many as 300. and so we hope that 
this would also serve. We are going to be contacting the 
chairman of ECOWAS [Economic Community of West 
African States] immediately to try to intervene, because 
we do not want such to happen because this provocation 
would lead to serious retaliation from our side. 
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[White] Are you accusing the Guinean leader of backing 
this? 


[Taylor] No, no, I want to believe that Gen. Conte, based 
on his record, has always refused to permit this to 
happen. But there are officers and other ministers and 
officials in that government that are capable of con- 
ducting these types of covert operations that Gen. Conte 
may not know. 


[White] Now, what precautions are you taking? 


[Taylor] Well, we have more, what we feel is, ample 
manpower and equipment to not only repel such an 
attack but to follow those that may carry it out. 


[White] Mr. Taylor, why should anybody believe you? 


[Taylor] Robin, I have not lied to you in the past. 
Remember, we have a history of not just making noise on 
international radio. We told you when Gbarnga was 
attacked we never claimed that we had Gbarnga until we 
had it. | have moved back to Gbarnga, and you know that 
we are moving the peace process forward, and we think this 
would be a major distraction from the process, and this is 
why we want to alert the international community and 
ECOWAS (?so) that something could be done immediately. 


[White] Some people say that all you do is shout and kill 
others. Meanwhile, you are getting on with your own 
secret plans to attack others

Army Unit Searching for Kidnappers

Suspected rebels kidnapped seven Europeans, an Austra- 
lian and seven Sierra Leoneans working for a Swiss- 
owned mining company in southern Sierra Leone, the 
firm announced Thursday [19 January]. 


Diplomatic sources and local journalists earlier said 10 
Europeans had been abducted on Wednesday after days of 
fierce fighting between rebels and government troops in 
the Mokanji Hills region where the mine is located. The 
Sierra Leone Ore and Metal Company (SIEROMCO) 
named the foreigners as managing director James West- 
wood and his wife Sheila, operations manager Ross Mills, 
Thomas Collins and Daniel Cardam, all British. 


Also abducted were Rudi Bruns, a German, Walter 
Vonrodz, who is Swedish, and Thomas Pluss, an Austra- 
lian, as well as seven Sierra Leonean nationals. 


A heavily armed rapid deployment force was airlifted to 
the area Thursday to try to track down the kidnappers. 
At noon (1200 GMT) the government soldiers were 
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reportedly battling with suspected rebels near the site. 
Army Chief of Staff Keili Conteh is said to be in the area 
and his troops claimed to be winning the battle. 


Fears were also mounting for safety at a neighbouring 
firm, US-owned Sierra Rutile, which is protected by a 
skeleton staff of US marines. The kidnappings are the 
latest in a series in Sierra Leone over recent months. 


British engineers Robert D’Cruz, 30, and Calum Mur- 
ray, 25, working for the aid organisation Voluntary 
Service Overseas (VSO) were seized at Kabala, 250 
kilometres (155 miles) north-east of the capital, on 
November 7. On January 12, rebel leader Foday Sankoh 
threatened to kill them if the military junta led by 
Captain Valentine Strasser executed an officer accused 
of working with the rebels. 


The renegade army corporal was referring to the court 
martial of Lieutenant-Colonel Chernor Deen who was 
sentenced to death by firing squad the previous day. 
Several soldiers have already been executed for similar 
offences. Sankoh also demanded in a broadcast that all 
foreign troops and “‘advisers” should leave the country 
and called for the release of jailed rebel collaborators and 
detained journalists before he would agree to a ceasefire. 


Swiss national Robert Gaas was seized on January 4 by 
suspected rebels, while an unidentified Russian was also 
taken hostage late last year. [passage omitted] 


In December, Sankoh had demanded guns, ammunition 
and medicines in exchange for the release of D’Cruz and 
Murray, according to the British High Commission in 
Freetown. 


The two had been working on a road construction 
programme financed by the European Union. Britain 
has criticised the RUF for being unwilling to negotiate 
their release. 


The junta leader early this month warned that he would 
step up the fight against the RUF if the rebels continued 
to refuse to negotiate a settlement.
